service of men 
who at 


the time of enlistment are nnder tbe 
influence of stimulants or narcotics, 
but of those who are of intemperate 
habits. Popular opinion regards th* 
discipline of the army as a wholesome 
restraint npon, if not a curative agent 
For, inebrates, and no small number of 
men are applicants for enlistment with 
tbat end in view. Some officers are in- 
clined to look leniently upon a history 
of accidental departures from a life of 
sobriety or to condone a debauch im- 
mediately preceding an application for 
enlistment. 
The evils of intemper- 


ance, however, particularly nmoug sol- 
diers, ar<i so great that the interests of 
tbe service imperatively demand u 
rigid exclusion of men whose habits in 
this respect zre under suspicion, and a 


uruitiug officer would be perfeclly 


justified iu going even so far as to re- 
ject men upon whom the smell ot 
liquor was perceptible. 


GENERAL ORDERS NO. 90. 


HEAOQTMRTERS OF THE ARMY, 


ADJDTANT GENERAL'S OFFICE, 


WASHINGTON, July 6,1898, 


Dnder the act "I'o provide for tem- 


porarily increasing the military estab- 
lishment of the United States in time 
of war," approved April 22, 1898, the 
age limit for soldiers of the national 
forces are fixed at eighteen aud forty- 
fire years. 
Persons not less than 


eighteen nor more than forty-five years 
of age enlisting in the volunteer army, 
and possessing the other qualifications 
mentioned in the act, are legally en- 
listed. Upon application to the Secre 
tary of War and satisfactory proof 
that any volunteer soldier is nnder tin- 
ane of eighteen, he will be discharger) 
at once. Winers over eighteen yeurs 
of age are not entitled to discharge, 
but meritorious cases will be con- 
sidered. All applications for discharge 
must be made through military chan- 
nels to the Secretary of War, 


AHention is called to paragraphs 070 


and 971 army regulations, and to para- 
graph 827 of the regulations, which is 
as follows: 


Paragraph 827. Recraitin? officers 


will be held to a ri«id accountability 
for the enlistment of men who may 
be found atifltted for the service. If a 
recruit, after having been enlisted, be 
rejected, or discharged us a minor, and 
it appears that the f nIUtrneut was care- 
lessly made or in violation of these 
regulation;;, the expenses incurred in 
consequence of the enlistment may bt- 
stopped against the pay of the officer 
responsible.
